Dealers on Home Front Shortage 


By JOHN MELDON 

Don't believe the alibi of cigaret 
i that a labor shortage” 

is responsible. for the disappearance 
of your favorite brand of smoke 
from retailers’ shelves. It’s a lie. 

Black marketeers are reaping a 
fat harvest, bolstered up by lying 
tales that (1) the manufacturers 
can’t get enough labor and (2) over- 
seas shipments to our soldiers have 
depleted the home supply to the 
vanishing point. 

The facts is that the supply is 
vanishing into the black market, 
where popular brands are now 
selling as high as 50 cents a pack. 

One of the scarcest brands is 
Camels. An investigation right now 
at the source of supply by the Daily 
Worker—the huge R. J. Reynolds 
plant at Winston-Salem; North Car- 
olina—demolishes the wholesalers’ 
claim of a “labor shortage.” The 
North Carolina plant employs 15,000

Packing and Allied Workers, CIO, at 
Winston-Salem. He told the Daily 
Worker in a telephone interview: 

“There is no real labor shortage in 
the cigaret manufacturing end. The 
Camel plant is working full blast, 
turning out more cigarets today than 
in any period during war time. 
UPPED OUTPUT 

“There is a labor shortage in the 
drying of green tobacco, but that 
doesn’t effect the current supply be- 
cause the green tobacco is not used 
until several years later.” 

Green says the Camel plant re- 


‘ceived a request from the War De- 


partment last September to step up 
production. 

The company asked the union te 
agree to a 3½ percent production 
speedup in return for a 3½ per- 
cent wage increase. The union 
agreed. As a result, the Camels 
plant is now turning out 65,000,000 
more cigarets daily—over and 
above its former output. Hours 
were also increased from 47% to 
48 weekly.” 


There can be no question but that 
a black market is in operation right 
at this moment. Reports from all 
over the country via the wire- 
services yesterday stated that war 
production is being seriously ham- 
pered in many industrial cities as 
workers stand in line past the work- 
ing whistle, trying to buy cigarets. 
Long lines of customers stand be- 
fore retail tobacco stores, chain and 
drug stores trying to buy cigarets— 
any brand at all. 


NOT OVERSEAS 

Daniel P. Woolley, regional OPA 
administrator for the New York 
area, yesterday declared that a flood 
of reports to his office points to the 
emergence of a full-blown black 
market beginning to operate.

The alibi that overseas shipments 
have drastically depleted the home

RAF Tirpitz Raiders

LONDON, Now. 14 (UP).—

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Our Policy Toward Spain 


© German prisoners of war escaped from Nebraska 
the other day and were finally captured on a Spanish 
ship in the harbor of Philadelphia. Symbolic, we think. 
And the irony of this symbolism is heightened by 
the fact that the Nazis were hiding in two empty oil drums. 


The drums were empty because they had not yet been 


filled with American oil, which flows constantly to grease 
the bearings of Francisco Franco’s regime. 


This incident tells us that even as the Hitlerites are 
defeated, even when they have been captured, they still 
reckon on help from a fascist Spain. Yes, though Hitlerism 
will be defeated in Germany, it is making preparations to 
entrench its power in Spain. That is Franco’s postwar 
role: a ship where the fascists of Europe can find refuge, 
and from that refuge to conspire against the rising de- 
mocracy of Europe and the solidarity of our own hemi- 
sphere. 

This little incident makes Gen. Franco’s recent in- 
terview with United Press even more of a mockery than 
it was. Franco had dared to say that Spain was never 
really a friend of the Axis, never really banked on a Ger- 
man victory and for that reason, Spain should be given 
a plush seat at the peace table. As one British MP ob- 
served, “Franco is the most ludicrous and most nauseating 
phenomenon of the moment—a fascist Mr. Hyde and 
a somewhat shop-worn Mr. Jekyll.” The Philadelphia 
incident fully confirms this acid comment. 


What’s to be done about him? We think that Ameri- 
cans must overcome all the eight-year-old divisions about 
Spain. To be sure, the friends of the immortal Republican 
battle have been fully uphela in their judgment of its 
world significance, and the increasing guerilla actions 
show that the true Spain has never been defeated. But 
the issue of Spain must be examined afresh. 

‘Obviously, Europe’s democracy cannot be stabilized 
so long as a fascist Spain exists. And the old arguments 
of “military expediency” in dealing with Franco no longer 
hold water; nothing that Franco can do will harm our 
military operations, but everything he does and stands 
for harms the political unity and perspective of the United 
Nations. 

And the same goes for Latin America, where the 
existence of fascist Spanish influence lies at the heart of 
our very serious tangle with Argentine fascism. A free 
Spain means a tranquil, progressive hemisphere; a fascist 
Spain means constant danger. 

It is time to stop shipping oil to Franco, time to keep 


“his empty oil drums from our shores altogether. It is 


time to withdraw all economic and political support from 
his regime and .clear the way for the self-liberation of 
the Spanish people. f

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Palestine Jews Condemn Jerror

The recent assassination of Lord 
Moyne, British resident minister 
for the Middle East, in Cairo has 


shocked Jews and non-Jews 
throughout the world. Two mem- 
bers of a despised, Jewish terrorist 
band in Palestine, confessed to 
police authorities. The assassina- 
tion of Lord Moyne is the climax 
of a series of such acts executed 
by the terrorist band, which is 
known as the “Stern” group or 
the Irgun Zvai Leumi. 


Jews in Palestine and through- 
out the world have condemned the 
assassination in the most em- 
phatic terms. Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann, president of the Jewish 
Ageticy for Palestine, visited 10 
Downing St. and left a letter for 
Prime Minister nnn which 

said, in part: 

“Political crimes of this nature 
are a special abomination in that 
they make it possible te implicate 
whole communities in the guilt of 
a few. I can assure you that 
Palestine Jewry will, as its repre- 
sentative bodies have declared, go 
te the utmost limit of its power 
and cut out, root and branch, this 
evil in its midst.” 


In Jerusalem, the two leading 
bodies of Palestine, the Jewish 
Agency and the Jewish National 
Council, issued a joint statement 
in which trey declared: 

“Terrorism in Palestine is cal- 
culated to wreck our chances for 
success in our political struggle 
and destroy our internal peace. 
The Yishuv (Jewish community) 
is called upon to cast out the 
members of this destructive band, 
to deprive them of al] refuge and 
shelter, to resist their threats, and 
to render all necessary assistance 
to the authorities in the preven- 
tion of terrorist. acts and the 
eradication of terrorist organiza- 
tions. Our very existence is at 
stake.” 


In similar vein, the American 
Zionist Emergency Council (a 
body of all Zionist parties in the 
USA), the entire American Jew- 
ish press, the Jewish communities 
in England, Canada, South Africa 
and elsewhere have condemned 
the terrorist acts and support the 
firm stand of the overwhelming 


majority of the Jews in Palestine. 


A HELP TO HITLER 


As a method of political struggle, 
terrorism is criminal and imper- 
missible. These acts of terror 
_ dixected against one dt the three 
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great powers of the anti-Hitler 
coalition, Great Britain, are doubly 
criminal in the light of the alli- 
ance of ‘the United Nations upon 
whose victory and continued unity 
depends the future of the world, 
the future of the Jewish people 
and the future of Palestine. 
Much has to be cri and 
much has to be corrected in the 
British Colonial Office’s Palestine 
policy. But acts of terror, con- 
demned and repudiated by the 
greatest majority of the Jews in 
Palestine and throughout the 


world, only aggravate the ame 


tion. * 


“All Jews have a national . 
sibility, ail Jews have a duty to 
their people, to help liquidate the 
terrorist group which is endanger - 
ing and plaguing the Jewish com- 
munity in Palestine and harming 
the United Nations. 

Undoubtedly there is an ac- 
cumulatien of unsolved problems. 

First, there is Neville Cbamber- 
lain’s White Paper, which dis- 
criminates against Jewish immi- 
gration. It still persists. 

As part of the lingering White 
Paper policy we still witness 
Colonial Office efforts to hurt, in- 
stead of to help the economic life 
of the Jews in Palestine. 


Lastly, there are the efforts of 


some colonial officials, again in 
keeping with the White Paper 
policy, te thwart the significant 
and growing movement of friend- 
ship, solidarity and collaboration 
between Jews and Arabs.

This rising movement of Jewish- 
Arab ¢ooperation is one of the 
healthiest developments in Pales- 
tine and the Near East. It is the 
basis for a just solution of all the 
problems of Palestine, and it must 
be further encouraged. 

The development of such a pol- 
icy by the British Government 
would have the moral support of 
all freedom-loving peoples, of the 
American people and the Soviet 
peoples.

Panic Reported 


In Reich Banks 


By United Press 
The arrest of Dr. Oswald Roesler 


director of the Dresdner Bank, by 
the Gestapo a few days ago caused 
a “panic within German financial 
circles greater than the panic fol- 
lowing the bank crash of 1931,” ac- 
cording to the Swedish newspaper, 
Stockholm-Tidningen, in an article 
reported yesterday to the Office of 
War Information, 

The Stockholm paper said. that

TIRPITZ SUNK AT LAST- 


HE German Navy has lost its last 
big battleship when RAF bombers 
scored three hits with six-ton bombs on 
the Tirpitz in Tromsoe Fjord. This is 
a negative loss for the enemy because 


as a matter of fact the Tirpitz had not 
been out on the high seas since its 
torpedoing by a Soviet submarine in 
July, 1942. It did attempt a sortie in 
September, 1943, and was again tor- 
pedoed by British midget submarines, 
but the big ship, like the old gray mare, 
wasn’t what she used to be. 


However, hurt as she was, the Tirpitz 
remained a potential threat and did 
tie up units of the British-Home Fleet 
which were keeping watch over her.
